During the develcping stage of the middle southwest, especially Kansas ts 


and Oklahoma, farseeing men felt that a school:for the Disciples of Christ in 


this section was of grave necessity. In the summer of 1906, about the time 


Oklahoma was admitted to statehood, it seemed the psychological, moment had 


come. President E. V. Zollars, well known as a man of extended experience « 
| in education, was asked to head a mevement looking to the establishing of a 
school. The immediate difficulty of securing funds with which to pay some-. . 


one to undertake this work was relieved by the generosity of Mr. T.°W. 
Phillips of Newcastle, Pennsylvania, who at this critical point offered to 
support President Zollars for one year, while he should demonstrate the 
possibility of founding such a school. ‘The .gift of Mr. Phillips was ac- 
cepted. He paid the salary of the President far not only one year, but has 
continued so to do until the present time—a’' period of four and one-half years. 
: Had it not been for this splendid support on the part of Mr. Phillips the 
enterprise probably could not haye been developed. : 
When it was discovered that a new college was to be founded, a number 
of cities entered into competition for the school. After duly investigating 
the propositions made by the various cities it was decided, everything consid- 
ered—location, bid, etc.,—that Enid offered the best advantages for the seat 


of the new institution. Enid’s bid carried with it forty acres of land for. ade

We have three splendid 
buildings, completely finished and well furnished, with library and scientific 
laboratories, _ The. plant including campus is easily worth $150,000.00. We

STUDENTS 


The enrollment has gradually increased year by year. The enrollment 


to date this session is 312, 82 of whom are ministerial students. The char-- 
acter of the students creates favorable comment from everyone who sees 
them. They constitute an excellent body of young people of high ideals. 
There is rarely found a body of students who rank so uniformly high both in 
deportment and class room work. They are for the most part very mature. 
About fifty of the ministerial students are supplying pulpits in the vicinity 
of Enid. For three successive years, we have held the championship in de-— 
bate in Oklahoma. The two silver debating cups belonging to the intercolle- 
giate debating associations of Oklahoma are-both held by Oklahoma Christian, 
University. Last season’s base ball team proved, a winner, The foot. - 
of 1910 did not lose a single game in the State.

Although the school was inaugurated in Oklahoma and_ by Oklahoma 
people, Kansas is taking quite as much interest in the institution as Oklahoma 
itself.

A REMARKABLE RECORD 


The rapid development, as indicated in the ‘foregoing paragraphs, is a 
matter of surprise, and of much favorable comment. It has been said by 
parties of extended observation, who are not vitally connected with the school 
nor especially interested in it, that its growth has probably not been par- 
alleled by another similar institution. Conservative business men say it is 
the best enterprise, from a business standpoint, ever brought to Enid, All 
are a unit in declaring that it has added much to the city. 


ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS 


Gratifying as the progress of the institution may be, its growth has been 
hampered in no small way by a heavy indebtedness incurred for equipment, 
and for running expenses before any endowment was secured. Within the 
past few months bona fide pledges have been taken, amounting to over 
$30,000.00 to be used in liquidating this debt. This with the $6000.00 
coming from the Enid University Investment & Development Company, for 
which amount said company has given interest bearing, well secured notes, 
will enable the college to free itself from incumbrance. Of the $30,000.00 
being contributed for the payment of this debt, four men, viz. Messrs J. N. 
Haymaker, C. M, Jackman and L. F. Naftzger, all of Wichita, Kansas, and 
Mr. R. A. Long of Kansas City, Mo., are giving $5000.00 each. 


PERMANENT ENDOWMENT 


Mr. Long has further promised to give $5000.00 for industrial develop- | 
“ment, and $25,000.00 for permanent endowment, providing another $75,000 
is raised. A number of men of large means have indicated their intention 

. to give liberal help toward the endowment. . 

A gentleman, whose name is withheld, has remembered the institution ie,

Few colleges have experienced so 
rapid, a growth as has Oklahoma 
Christian University. Hivery year 
has shown a marked growth over the 
preceding year in every department. 
The past year showed a 10 p.c. in- 
crease. The largest growth was in 
the College of Liberal Arts, where 
the enrollment jumped 40 p.c. Four- 
teen different states, the Dominion 
of Canada and Australia were repre- 
sented in the student body. Sixteen 
degrees were conferred at the fourth 
commencement, May 30, 1911. The 
total number of graduates in all de- 
partments was sixty-five. 

In inter-collegiate contests the 
college’ has already acquired an en- 
viable reputation. The football 
team of the past season did not lose 
a Single game in Oklahoma. The 
baseball team proved a winner. For 
three successive years the inter-col- 
legiate debate of Oklahoma has been

The grounds are 
two miles from the business center 
of the city. Pavement is laid to the 
campus.

About 
one half of the four years’ course is 
literary, the other half biblical. A 
two years graduate course is also 
offered. 


5. School of Church Workers.

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in various forms, as pastoral] helpers, 
evangelistic singers, Sunday school 
teachers and missionaries. 


6. The College of Music. 

This college offers comprehensive 
cGurses in piano, voice, violin and 
theory of music. All branches 
that enter into a liberal musical edu- 
cation are taught. Courses in evan- 
gelistic singing are also given. This 
department has become especially 
popular. 


7. College of Business. 

This college affords comprehensive 
courses in book-keeping, stenography, 
typewriting, penmanship, grammar 
and composition, commercial arith- 
metic, commercial law, banking and 
actua] business. Here a_ business 
course can be seeured with all the 
advantages of a university atmos- 
phere. 


8. School of Oratory. 

In this. school comprehensive in- 
struction leading to the degree B. O. 
is given in the art ’of reading, pub- 


lic speaking and all branches that 
bear upon this important work. The 


enrollment in this department has 
already become so large that an ad- 
ditional instructor will be added this 
year. 


9. School of Fine Arts. 

This school offers instruction in 
drawing, sketching, painting from 
nature and decorative art in all 
forms. A comprehensive course in 


_ preparatory art, especially valuable 
to public school teachers is given. 


10. Courses for Public School 
Teachers. 

Persons desiring to teach in the 
public schools can get any line of 
work desired. The State Board of 
Education has placed Oklahoma 
Christian University on the list of 
approved institutions. Grades re- 
ceived here are accepted by the State 
Superintendent of Instruction. State 
certificates are granted on our cur- 
ricula. 

11. Training Course for Nurses. 

A training school for nurses is 
maintained with the University Hcs- 
pital. 


12. Special Courses. 

Special courses in great variety 
are given. Those who do not care 
to take regular courses can arrange 
for special courses as they may de- 
sire. 


EXPENSES. 

A dormitory is maintained where 
board is furnished at cost. Excellent 
rooms, with modern conveniences, 
are provided in the dormitory for 
young ladies. Room and board in 
private homes can be secured at 
reasonable cost. Tuition varies ac- 
cording to work taken, but in all 
cases is low. Incidential expenses 
are moderate.
